I would put as near the top as possible the 
countrys We generally put the donor near the bottom, 
either beyond or after "Remarks"®, If your collection 
should take in foreign coins, you sould want to make 
a line for rulger or ruler send date. I think I 
would put the mint mark either under country or 
denomination, probably on the same iine with either 
date or denomination, Size and material cam go on the 
same line. Also, with foreign coins, you would want 
& space for welght, which could co on the same line 
with size, Also, enough room, especially with for« 
eign coins, should be left for "Remarks® because 
under this heading you often want to put references. 


I think this is all I can suggest now,
